Realizing  that  the  school  and  stage  are  today  very  strongly  influencing  each  other,  Broughton  Little 
Theatre  this  year  has  sought  as  its  members  students  who  have  shown  a  desire  to  enter  wholeheartedly  into 
all  its  constructive  activities.  The  organization  has  appealed  to  its  members  through  special  programs  on 
pantomime,  voice  and  diction,  student  directed  plays,  and  public  performances  to  produce  a  membership  with 
quickened  imaginations,  better  developed  bodies  and  voices  and  a  keener  appreciation  of  art  and  humanity. 

With  this  purpose  in  mind  the  Little  Theatre  has  presented  a  variety  of  plays  for  its  meetings,  the  student 
body  as  a  whole,  the  P.-T.A.,  and  the  State  Drama  Festival.
